aged about 45 years, and was the wife 


of Oscar Buhlig, a coach carpenter at 


the Missouri Pacific shops, was burn­ 


ed at 5:30 o’clock in the evening and 


lingered in great pain until 3 o’clock 


this, Sunday morning, w hen she pass­ 


ed awray at her home. 
Mrs. Buhlig had started preparing 
supper, after placing some kindling 
on the fire, in the kitchen stove. She 
noticed that it did not Durn as rapidly 
as she desired, a id poured the con­ 
te n t of an oil can onto the smoldering 
flames. 
Instantly there was a flash, 
followed by an explosion, the can hav­ 
ing exploded in the hands of M rs. 
Buhig. 
W h ether the can 
contained 
coal oil or gasoline has not as yet been 
determ ined. 
H er hair and clothing wrcre evel- 
oped in flames. 
She ran into an ad­ 
joining room w'here neighbors, who 
had been attracted by the report of the 
explosion and the smoke from the fire 
w hich followed, hurried to her rescue. 
She was w rapped 
in 
blankets 
to 
sm other the flames, but not until her 
entire body had been terribly burned. 
Drs. C. Bohling and E. A. WTood 
w ere sum moned immediately and ren­ 
dered such assistance as w'as possible 
to alleviate her sufferings. 
The fire departm ents w'ere called 
by neighbors 
and 
extinguished 
the 
flam es caused by the explosion. 
The 
interior of the kitchen was damaged to 
the extent of about $20, covered by in­ 
surance. 
Fire Chief W illiam H. Paul, after in­ 
vestigating the fire, stated it was im­ 
possible to learn w hether it wras coal 
oil or gasoline th at Mrs. Buhlig pour­ 
ed on to the sm oldering flames. 
The 
odor w'as strongly of gasoline.

Youngstown, Ohio, Jan. 8.—Fearing 
a new' outbreak of rioting this m orn­ 
ing w'hen strike sympathizers gath­ 
ered on a hill opposite the Sheet and 
Tube company, Gen. John T. Speaks, 
of 
the 
state 
militia, ordered four 
Cleveland militia companies 
of 
the 
Fifth regiment to the scene. 
Two of 
the companies m arched into the plant 
to reinforce the one hundred strike 
guards, while the other two patroled 
opposite the hill to 
prevent 
mobs 
from organizing. 
Operations within 
the mills are entirely suspended to­ 
day and no effort w'as made to re­ 
sume w'ork. 
Three 
hundred 
office 
employes are marooned in the plant, 
w'here they spent the night for safety 
and to keep the fires going.

struck for an increase of wages from 
191/2 cents an hour to 25 cents an 
hour.

This was rejected and 
the strike has since been in progress^ 
Reports that strike breakers had been 
imported were circulated and precipi­ 
tated the trouble.

As an argum ent for good roads a 
Sedalia citizen sends the following to 
the D em ocrat: 
My home is assessed at $3,000 and 
my place o dinginess $3,000. 
The as­ 
sessed value at fairly 50 per cent of 
the actual value. 
My personal ef­ 
fects $800; a total valuation of $6, 
800. 
My taxes for 1915 were $254.18 
Of this $37.40 is road tax; $6.80 to 
pay interest and 
sinking 
fund 
on 
$200,000 issued by 12 
Mile 
Special 
Road district, and $30.60 for taxes to 
build and m aintain roads and bridges 
outside of the city. 
The streets in front of my property 
are all paved and sewers built, and cost 
me about $1,500. These were all paid 
by special assessm ents 
against 
my 
property and no one 
contributed 
to­ 
w ards the paym ent of it besides my­ 
self. 
I have selected the best farm in 
Pettis county outside of the Six Mile 
district for comparison. It cotnins 710 
acres and the people from the neigh­ 
borhood value the land at $125 an acre, 
or $88,750. The owner would not sell it 
for this price. It is assessed at $12,500, 
a little over $17 a acre. 
This farm er 
pays 45 cents road tax or $56.25 a year. 
His property is worth actually five 
times as much as mie and I pay for 
the roads outside the 12-Mile Road 
district half as much tax for road pur­ 
poses, as he does. All of this goes to 
build and m aintain roads and bridges 
outside of Sedalia, while not ane cent 
of the farm er’s goes to pay for any 
street improvement in the city.

Peking, Jan. 8.—Upon the comple­ 
tion of the Chinese 
republic’s 
fifth 
year’s budget a possible 
deficit 
of 
about twenty million dollars Mexican, 
or eight million dollars gold, is shown. 
The government will 
therefore 
be 
obliged to raise a fifth year domestic 
loan in 1916, and the amount of this 
will probably be 
about twenty-four 
million dollars Mexican. 
President Yuan Shi-kai and his cab­ 
inet have repeatedly stated that they 
were making efforts to cut down ex­ 
penditure. However, the spirit of un­ 
rest 
in 
various parts of China has 
made necessary a 
greater 
military 
i xpenditure 
than 
had been contem­ 
plated. The income from the salt ga­ 
bble 
and 
from 
import and export 
taxes is showing a healthy increase, 
but is not sufficient to meet expendi­ 
ture. 
The lack of centralization 
in 
the 
Chinese government makes it impos­ 
sible for the central government to 
collect the great amount of revenue 
yielded by the provinces. 
Under for­ 
eign directions the salt gabelle has 
demonstrated how great the revenue 
producing powers of China are. 
As 
the salt monopoly is pledged to the 
quintuple group of bankers and thor­ 
oughly under the direction of the five 
governments participating in the loan, 
i here is little wastage in its funds and 
provincial officers are unable to share 
in its profits, as they 
do 
in 
other 
taxes. 
One of the chief points urged by 
the Chinese newspapers in support of 
China’s entrance into the Entente is 
that with foreign co-operation it could 
throw off the tyranny of its provincial 
officers, defy them and 
realize 
the 
taxes its wealth yields. 
Taxation varies greatly in different 
parts of China. It is controlled large­ 
ly by the whim of local officers. The 
minister of commerce and agriculture. 
Chow Tze-chi, and other cabinet mem­ 
bers have been vainly 
striving 
to 
have the likins abolished 
so 
there 
could be free and untrampled trade 
between the various provinces. 
Thh 
seems 
impossible, 
however, 
under 
present conditions. 
The hold of the 
central 
government 
on distant offi­ 
cials is so slight, and the various of­ 
ficers are so thoroughly entrenched in 
their ow neighborhoods, that it is im­ 
possible to reform the tax system. 
Chinese papers have recently been 
discussing the various taxes to which 
pork is subjected from the time a pig 
leaves its original owner until the ac­ 
tual consumer purchases 
the 
meat. 
Every butcher has to pay for a license 
which is renewed each month. 
The 
average 
charge 
for 
this license is 
thirty 
cents, 
Mexican, a month or 
about twelve cents gold. 
In addition 
he has to pay a local contribution to 
officials in his 
immediate 
neighbor­ 
hood. 
A fee varying from fifty cents 
to one dollar Mexican is also exacted 
from every butcher for each pig he 
kills. 
After 
the 
animal 
has been 
slaughtered it must have an official 
stamp placed upon it and a small sum 
is charged for 
this 
service. 
Every 
butcher 
who 
desires to retail pork 
must also pay a monthly fee varying 
from sixty cents to one dollar, Mexi­ 
can, known as a shop contribution. 
And finally he must make a regular 
contribution 
to 
the butchers* guild. 
Furthermore, there are taxes levied 
upon shipments of pork from one dis­ 
trict to another, and the man who 
raises pigs is taxed for the privilege 
of doing so. 
Rice taxes are equally complex and 
burdensome. 
A rice grower is forced 
to pay tax on his land. 
When the 
rice is ready for market, the village 
commission agent charges a smal 
sum for handling it and to this amount 
is added a stamp duty. 
Rice on its 
way in boats to the

passes local taxation stations, all or 
which exact a fee.

reaches commercial centers another 
commission agent gets a fee, and the 
city tax station takes a toll.

Minneapolis, Jan. 8.—-The trial 
Frederick T. Price on a charge 
murdering his w*ifo, Mary Price, began 
in the district court hero on January

Tile prosecution charged that on 
the night of November 28, 1914, Price, 
accompanied by his wife and Charles 
D. Etchison, a traveling salesman of 
Washington, D. C., drove to a point 
along the East River road where he 
brought his automobile to a halt, and, 
seizing his wife, hurled her from a 
high cliff. 
It was further charged that Price, 
wrho was a local busine?s man, went 
to the foot of the cliff and finding his 
wife still alive, struck ber upon the 
head with a rock. The state charged 
that the alleged act was committed 
for the purpose of inheriting a large 
sum of money given Mrs. Price by 
lier father, Davidid H. 
Fridley, 
a 
wealthy pioneer, after 
whom 
the 
tow*n of Fridley, Minn., is named. 
Etchison, chief 
witness 
for 
the 
prosecution, repeated on the witness 
stand the substance of a confession 
he made early in December, after his 
arrest in connection wih the woman’s 
death. 
He testified that Price prom­ 
ised to cancel a note for $1,200 and in 
addition pay him $3,509 if he would 
accompany Price to the cliff and then 
remain silent regarding the affair. 
On Mach 22, last. Price filed suit 
for $7,500 against the city, charging 
negligence in failing to 
provide 
a 
fence as a guard at the edge of the 
cliff, over which, he said, 
his 
wife 
fell to her death while pursuing a pet 
dog. 
When the case came up for hearing 
October 29, the question of the legality 
of Price’s marriage wns raised, coun­ 
sel for the city contending that he 
had failed to divorce his first w ife and 
therefore wras not legally wadded to 
Mary Fridley. 
Three davs later Price withdrew the 
damage suit. 
A warrant then w'as 
issued charging him with bigamy, and 
on November 12 he was taken into 
custody. 
Ile pleaded not guilty. 
An indictment charging first de­ 
gree murder w*as returned 
by 
the 
grand jury December I 
aud 
Price 
again w'as arrested. On the same day 
a first degree murder indictment w\as 
returned against Et chinoa, wTio w'as 
almost immediately ifr^sted in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., and returned to Minne­ 
apolis. 
It was while on his way to 
this city that Etchison made the state­ 
ment to the assistant county prose­ 
cutor charging Price with -the crime. 
After the death of 
Mary 
Fridley 
Price, his third wife, Price married 
Miss Carrie Olson, of Minneapolis. 
Because of the prominence of the 
Fridley family and the social connec­ 
tions of Mary Fridley Price, the case 
attracted wide attention.
